In order to help this process, it was suggested that a 
Faculty-wide "model letter" be drafted for use by faculty members 
when seeking copyright permissions and, in addition, it is hoped 
that the University will be able to negotiate an "amnesty" of 
some kind to enable Departments time to comply.
